"It is net difficult fer a .Speaker te carry out such a program. He ap-j 


points the committees and is the master ef legislation. 
Me member who 


offends him is likely te receive much consideration ea local Mlla. which are 
often the measure ef hie value te his constituents, and se the flat ef an ar- 
bitrary speaker easily becomes law. 


"That is what happened at Albany, and by the irony of fate Mr. Sweet's 


program was consummated on All Fools' Day. 


"The Constitution ef the United States guarantees te every State "a re- 


publican form ef government.** That form of government has ceased fer the 
time being to exist IN "New York. There can be no republican form ef govern- 
ment when minority parties are arbitrarily outlawed, when representation is 
denied, when legally elected and legally qualified members ef the Legislature 
are expelled because their political principles are offensive te the majority, 
when whole constituencies are arbitrarily disfranchised because they refuse 
to vote the way somebody else thinks they ought te vote. 


"This is the negation of republican government, la effect it sets up the

their grievances. Even the Kaiser never, went as far as Sweet has gene. Even 
the Prussian Junkers were never able to threw the German Socialists out ef 
the Reichstag. 


"The action of the Assembly makes the re-establishment of representative 


government the vital concern of every man and woman in New York who be- 
lieves in American institutions and is determined. to maintain them. Under 
the law there will be no special elections to which the expelled Assemblymen 
can appeal, but there will fas a general election in the fall, and so far as The 
World is concerned it intends to support these Assemblymen for re-election. 


"During all the years of its existence this newspaper has been un- 


compromising!/ opposed to Socialism both in theory 2nd in practice: it re- 
mains uncompromisingly opposed ta Socialism both in theory and in prac- 
tice: but the political and economic beliefs of these five men have now be- 
come of no importance in relation to the vital issue that is raised by their ex- 
pulsion.
